“We went to slow down but others 
were going too fast and it was just too 
late," she said, noting that the vehicle 
ended up in the ditch. 

“It was just too bad. We were just 
going to try and get out of there.” 

One of her daughters was checked 
out by EMS for possible injuries, but 
other than that the trio left unscathed, 
though the woman lost her cellphone 
at some point. 

They were taken to the arena by 
Carstairs firefighters. 

McDonnell explained that the town 
usually gets the request from RCMP to 
house uninjured victims until they can 
find a way home, and they are gener¬ 
ally provided with a meal if needed. 

He noted he only remembered one 
instance where people brought to the 
arena had to stay the night, and in 
Noel West/MVP staff th a ( case , some local residents let the 


stranded people stay in their homes. 
Pharmasave owner Jody Keller opened 
up the pharmacy so a couple could 
acquire medications that they had lost. 

“(The process) actually works out 
really well. There’s a whole network 
with the emergency management team.” 

As far as safety is concerned, he said 
drivers can do a few things to make 
sure they can travel and arrive at their 
destinations safely. 

“Check AMA for road conditions 
before heading out to ensure the 
roads are in decent shape. Make sure 
you’re running on winter tires, which 
will reduce stopping distance,” said 
Wright. 

“The other thing is to prepare for the 
unexpected. If you’re in an accident, 
you need to have appropriate clothing 
to be outside for an extended period 
of time, and you need your cellphone. 
And be prepared to take accommoda¬ 
tions if necessary, because a lot of 
people are taken off guard."

“I don’t plan on stand¬ 
ing on the street.

“If somebody else does 
it you might join them?" 
he was asked. 

“Yeah, I would,” he 


said. 

James said he received 
lots of support for his 
stand although he was 
unable to say precisely 
how many people did so. 

“There was a fellow 
from the constituency 
office who I had quite 
a lengthy conversa¬ 
tion with, and he said 
that their position was 
that they were simply 
annoyed that Bruce 
Rowe would not have 
taken the time to consult 
the constituency office 
and then the electorate," 


James said. 

“Two-thirds of the peo¬ 
ple he talked to he said 
were ‘personally offend¬ 
ed.’ And to say he simply 
didn’t have time to do 
it is kind of an affront 
to the electorate," he 
added. 

James also said sever¬ 
al people honked horns, 
while others driving by 
wound down their win¬ 
dows. Some waved. He 
took all that to mean 
they supported his posi¬ 
tion.

A man protesting the 
move by Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills MLA Bruce 
Rowe and eight other 
Wildrose party MLAs

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Didsbury RCMP recov¬ 
ered a cache of stolen 
goods from inside two 
stolen vehicles found on 
Southridge Crescent on 
Dec. 29. 

An array of tools, col¬ 
lectibles, a pump and a 
heater were recovered 
from the vehicles, which 
were taken from an area 
east of Carstairs earlier 
in December 2014. 

Cpl. Clint Gulash said 
the items found in the 
vehicles were from a 
spate of break and enters 
that had been occurring 
in the area over the past 
six weeks. 

“A massive amount of 
thefts and (break and 
enters) have been going 
on since November 
(2014). Our (identifica¬ 
tion) people were suc¬ 
cessful (in recovering 
stolen goods) and we’re 
waiting on (results) 
which could result in an 
arrest,” he said. 

The thefts stretch 
from an area including 
Carstairs and Didsbury 
to Sundre, Three Hills, 
Beiseker, Airdrie, Red 
Deer and Cochrane. 

A farmer came forward 
with information regard¬ 
ing suspicious activity 
he witnessed which led 
police to recover the 
stolen vehicles and the 
items inside. 

Const. Terry Carew, 
who put the pieces 
together from what the 
farmer reported, said 
this is an example where 
the public keeping an 
eye open for suspicious 
activity has paid off. 

“That’s why it’s impor¬ 
tant for people to report 
suspicious people, even 
if nothing happens, 
because it can be linked 
to other things,” said 
Carew. 

She noted police are 
often dealing with the 
same people, so if a 
description of a suspect 
can be obtained, some¬ 
times it can lead to a 
bust - or at the veiy least 
add to police’s data. 

People can protect 
their property by dis¬ 
cretely marking or 
engraving their initials, 
phone number, or even 
licence number some¬ 
where on their expensive 
items, as this can greatly 
aid police in identify¬ 
ing recovered items, if 
the incidents have been 
reported, said Gulash.

year,” Youngs said. 

Special teams played a large role in the 
Colts’success, with three power-play goals and a 
short-handed goal by Klinck.
